The second document (#880) furnished to the President's 
Commission the results of extensive search of bank records 
regarding checking accounts, savings accounts or safe deposit 
boxes in the name of Oswald, his wife or close relatives, and 
lists all of the Bureau's contacts at those banking institutions 
who furnished information. It also refers to an investigation 
regarding a $25,000 removal from Marina Oswald's trust fund. 
Results of this investigation are contained in Commission 
Document # 908, which had not been requested by the Congressman. 

The third document (#910) furnished to the Commission 
the names of those Special Agents of the FBI who conducted key 
inquiries or received substantive information in Mexico with 
respect to Oswald's activities there, with a brief outline of 
the nature of the inquiries conducted by each Agent. This was 
classified "Confidential" to protect our operations in Mexico. 

Bureau files disclose cordial relations with 
Congressman Ichord, who was thanked by letters of October 29, 
and November 23, 1971, for his comments in Congress In support 
of the Bureau. Since the documents requested by him are not of 
substantive significance regarding the assassination of President 
J. F. Kennedy, and two deal with Bureau sources and operations, 
it may be that he will not need them. 

RECO MMENDATION : ' 

(1) That Inspector D. W. Bowers attempt to determine 
from Congressman Ichord or members of his staff the need for 
these documents which are not of substantive significance con- 
cerning the assassination of President Kennedy, and particularly 
the two which relate to Bureau sources and operations.
